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HOUSING SHORTAGE IN 
BLACKROCK. 


MORE BUILDING SUGGESTED. 

At the fortnightly meeting of the Black- 
rock Urban District Council last night Mr. 
McKenna moved a notice of motion that a 
special committee bé appointed for the pur- 
pose of considering the present housing 


wel:ortage in the Blackrock district, and that 


plans be submitted to the Council with the 
wa a of reli¢ving the shortage. 

r. McKenna stated that the housing 
shortage was. as acute—if not more so—in 
Blackrock as in other districts. He could 
cite many cases of overcrowding in Black- 
rock, and it was up to the Council to mend 
matters. 

Mr. McKernan, seconding the motion, said 
that the housing shortage was the concern of 
every member of the cémmunity, rich and 
poor, and it was up to those in a position 
to do so to look after the welfare of the 
community. Most of the ill-health in every 
district was due to the bad conditions, and 
the poor and insanitary houses in which the 
poorer people lived. Better housing condi- 
tions would go a long way towards combating 
disease. : 

Mr. Beahan remarked that. though houses 
were ostensibly erected for the workingmen, 
they never pot them. 

Mr. Murphy—As far as I can see, the only 
industries that we have in the twenty-six 
counties is “ housing ” and “ party-making.”’ 
(Laughter.) Nothing is said or done about 
the industri¢s and manufactures of the 
country. 

Mr. Quinlan—Well, you - know, = Mr. 
Murphy, the most precious of all human in- 
stitutions is the home. 

Mr. McKernan said 
strategists were at work again for the coming 
election, and if the Council took action now 
they might get a housing grant from these 
people, who would do so to save their faceés.

HOME. 


INSTITUTION IN DANGER OF 
BEING FLOODED, 

At the meeting of the Rathdown No. 1 
Rural District Council yesterday (Mr. A. W. 
Cullen presiding), a complaint was received 
from the. Superioress of the Linden Con- 
valescent Home, Stillorgan, stating that the 
institution and its environs were in danger 
of being floodéd again owing to the state 
of the river flowing threabh the adjoining 
lands. The house and grounds had been. 
inundated by flooding from the river during 
the spring, and the Superioress requested that 
steps be taken to avoid a recurrence of the 
flooding. ' 

The Clerk said that notices had been served 
en the owners and occupiers of the lands 
adjoining the river, asking them to take 
steps to abate any nuisance likély to arise. 

The Couacil’s légal advjser had the matter 
in hands. Some of the parties had com- 
plied. but others had not, and the solicitor 
stated that proceedings would be instituted 
if the Council’s instructions wére not carried 
out. 

The Council decided to obtain a report 
from the engineer, and to take further pro- 
ceedings, if necessary, to abate any nuisance, 
such as the flooding. 

It was mentioned that the previous flooding 
had caused considerable damage to the 
institution, which had entailed the organisa- 
tion of a relief committee.

CHARGE AGAINST MOTORIST 
DISMISSED. 

William D. Chetwede Crawley, Fitzwilliam 
place, a student, was charged on remand 
with careléssness and negligence in the 
management of a motor car at Mount Brown 
on the afternoon of June 19th last; whereby 
the frent portion of the car knocked down 
a child named Mary Quinn, and severely 
injured her.

BALLINASLOE FAIR. 


SHEEP-OWNERS DIS- 
APPOINTED. 
From Our AGRICULTURAL REPRESENTATIVE. 
BALLINASLOE, Wednesday. 

After the bustle of the past two days, 
Ballinasloe was comparatively quiet to-day. 
It was the second day of the sheep fair, and 
business started at the usual early hour; but 
there was not as much life about trade as 
yesterday, and quite a large proportion of 
éwes and lan:bs on the Bill were unsold at 
noon. ‘here was an average supply, the 
number forward being close on 3.@00, and 
many of these were retained by sellers, who 
expected more than the rates prevailing. in 
that sense the fair was EEA while 
sellers also had to face the fact that hogget 
ewes brought 2s. 6d. per head léas than at 
recent fairs. The pick of these realised 
70s. each, while others ranged down to 50s. 
All the sheep wore brought out in nice con- 
dition—being above the average in this 
respect for the October Fair—and the only 
reason given for the decline in values is the 
depression in trade caused by the coal strike. 
This reacts on the purchasing power of the 
public by causing unemployment, and so 
restricting the market for live stock: 

LAMB SALES. 

The lamb trade showed little change from 
yesterday, prices then realised being, re- 
peated.

IRELAND'S WONDERFUL. 


OPPORTUNITY. 

Colonel F. A. Cortez Leigh, Electrical 
Engu.eer of the London, Midland and 
Scottish Railway Company, proposing the 
toast of “ Our Guests ” at the annual dinner 
of the Electricity Supply Association of 
Irelant in the Shelbourne Hotel, Dublin, 
said that the electrical development of a 
country is a very great factor in that 
country’s progress, and it was very gratily- 
ing to them, as members of the Electricity 
Supply Association of Ireland, to find that 
its importance was realised in the circles of 
of the Government, law, science, learning, 
industry, and finance, as was evidenced by 
the presence of the very distinguished guests 
there that night. The presence of repre- 
sentatives from Northern Ireland and the 
gas industry indicated the widespread interest 
which is centred in the object of the Associa- 
tion. 

As an engineer, he was always cognisant 

of the great debt they owed to the scientists 
who lead the way to fresh fields of discovery 
in the vast unexplored electrical territory, 
and who were responsible for the training 
of the young engineers, on whom the future 
electrical development of Ireland is depen- 
dent. 
The British Government were proposing to 
embark on a large scheme for the provision of 
cheap and abundant supplies of. electricity. 
They intended developing certain existing 
large stations and erecting other super- 
>generating stations, and linking up the whole 
by means of main transmission lines. The 
effect of this would be to do away with 
small, inefficient stations, and so inter-connect 
the larger stations that the amount of space 
and stand-by plant in each would be con- 
siderably reduced. 

The British-Government had as their ideal 
"“a cheap and abundant supply of electricity.” 
and if they could achieve this the trade of 
the country would receive a great forward 
impetus. 

The standardisation of plant should have 


the effect of producing cheaper machinery.

Everything must not, however, be expected 
from electricity; neither must people think 
that electricity would enable them to relax 
their endeavours. Cheap electricity \ would 
have the effect of enabling a man to produce 
more work at the end of eight hours with less 
fatigue and under more convenient and 
healthy situations. Ireland, as a country 
whose chief industry was agriculture, 
could not expect to do as well as regards its 
distribution of electricity in as cheap and 
abundant a form as those who are more 
favoured by industrial circumstances. 

Ireland had wonderful opportunities for 
stabilising its electrical plant, as it was begin- 
ning to grapple with electrical industry in a 
serious form, which other countries that had

TRUNK ROAD WORK MUST 
BE DONE BY CONTRACT.

Preliminaries have now concluded in con- 
nection with the scheme for the re-making of 
the section of trunk read from Enniscorthy to 
Ferrycarrig.

SMALL HOUSES. 


The Copper-and Brass Extended Uses 
Council has issued a series of ‘‘ New 
Ideas on Central Heating” A strong 
os y AB to central heating from the house- 
holder’s view-point has always been the dis- 
figurement to the house entailed by the lay- 
ing of large iron pipes and the presence of 
immense radiators. The architect in turn was 
confronted with the necessity of maintarnin 
correct levels and the consequent difficulty of, 
say, taking a pipe across a door or passage. 
All these difficulties can now be overcome by 
the use of small-bore, thin-walled copper 
tubes. combined with some system of forced 
circulation. There is practically a new 
technique in central heating. Copper pipes 
of, say, half an inch diameter can be run 
about a house almost as easily as electric 
light cables and with no more disfigurement 
than a telephone wire. An additional ad- 
vantage is the high resistance of copper to 
corrosion, with its consequent long life and 
the absence of harmful products. 

The adoption of some positive method of 
causing the water to circulate is in itself an 
immense advantage. In flats and bungalows 
some sort of forced circulation is essential, as 
there is in these cases not sufficient height 
available to produce the required heat by 
difference of temperature. 

It can be accomplished by inserting in 
either the common flow or return « small 
centrifugal pump, very similar to that used 
in nearly every motor car to circulate the 
jacket-cooling water, driven by an electric 
or ather motor, or by a hot-air engine, of all 
engines the simplest and most fool-proof. <A 
patont has recently been taken out for driving 
the same hot air engine from the waste 
heat in the flue of its own hot water boiler. 
The cost of this forced circulation is very 
small, amounting only to about 2 per cent. of 
the running costs. 

Central heating, with si 9 tubes for cir- 
culating the hot water, has long been a 
favoured method of heating large hotels, pub- 
lic institutions, and on board ship, where it 
has proved its complete reliability. It has 
always been useful for large suites of .offices 
or of flats, and can readily be adopted for 
working-class flats. Workmen's houses built 
as is now the fashion, in blocks of four or six, 
can be efficiently heated, the whole block 
from one fire in an outhouse serving the lot. 

An incidental advantage of the system

Built some 65 years ago, the iron railwa 
viaduct at Grandfiey, Switzerland, was foun 
in 1922 to need very considerable strengthen- 
ing in order to enable it to carry modern 
electric railway traffic with due regard to 
safety. As the cost of demolition and com- 
pote reconstruction would have been very 

eavy, the engineers inquired into the possi- 
bility of making the structure serviceable in 
some more economical manner, 

The viaduct, as originally built, was 1,246ft. 
long, carrying the railway at a maximum 
height of 246ft. above the valley, and com- 
prised seven contihuous lattice girder spans 
of 157ft. 6in. each, the whole supported by 
masonry abutments and six intermediate 
piers. The lower part of each pier was of 
masonry to the height of 105ft. at the lowest 


consisted of a castiron tower, 141lft, 8in. 


strengthening the bridge the masonry piers 
were made good where necessary with con- 
crete, and reinforcing bars in some places. 
The cast-iron towers were competely encased 
in masonry as they stood and consolidated by 
the addition of concrete. The next item in the 
programme involved the removal of the iron 
girder spans, and, in order to carry out this 
operation with a minimum of interference with 
traffic, reinfor¢ed concrete arches were built 
from the abutments and piers for the sup- 
port of the decking before removing any of 
the girders. Each new areh comprises main 
ribs, whence rise spandrel columns connected 
at the top by arches, and constituting two 
parallel arcades supporting the decking of 
the viaduct and also a public footway at a 
level just above the extrados of the main arch 
ribs. When once the weight of the decking 
and its loading had been transferred to the 
reinforced concrete arches, the demolition of 
the iron girders became a simple matter. . 

To-day, the viaduct is to al] intents and 
purposes a reinforced concrete structure of 
peers appearance and capable of carrying 
he heaviest railway traffic with perfect 
safety.

The Free State Government’s ‘‘ general 
policy ’’ for the Imperial Conference is 
outlined to-day by its Minister for 
External Affairs. It is clear that Mr. 
Desmond Fitzgerald’s interest in the Con- 
ference is constitutional rather than 
economic. He is more concerned to 
make “ the bounds of freedom wider yet.” 
than to re-establish the country’s balance 
of trade. The goa) of Mr. Fitzgerald’s 
efforts be the ‘‘ implementation 
of co-equality in the British Common- 
wealth ’’—a phrase which, we fear, is too 
suggestive of the higher mathematics to 
arouse any ardent feeling in the national 
bosom. It is the common view of the 
Dominions that certain restrictions on 
their liberty of action must be removed, 
and their claims at the Conference will be 
both general and particular. The general 
claims embrace the subjects of treaty- 
making and war-commitments, and on the 
latter. of these, by sheer force of circum- 
stances, the Free State’s views must be 
wholly academic.

Me. Baldwin’s Ultimatum. 

After more than five months of anxious 
uncertainty a definite decision on the 
question of the coal strike is likely to So 
taken by the miners to-day. Last evening 
the Prime Minister sent a letter to the 
Secretary of the Miners’ Federation in- 
forming him that no further delay could 
be tolerated. The Government’s offer of 


la National Arbitration Tribunal, to be 


established on condition that the strikers 
should return to work at once on the basis 
of provisional settlements in the distficts, 
was made on September 17th. Three days 
afterwards. Mr. Cook announced that. it 
was unacceptable ; but on September 24th. 
Mr. Baldwin renewed the offer. He says 
now that the miners must either accept or 
reject it at the delegate conference in 
London to-day. If they accept it, the 
necessary legislation for the establishment 
of the proposed Tribunal will be intro- 
duced into the House of Commons at the 
earliest possible moment; if they reject 
it, the offer will be withdrawn auto- 
matically. The whole nation will welcome 
this, ultimatum. Full responsibility now 
rests with the miners’ representatives, and 
Messrs. Cook and Smith no longer can 
beat about the bush. No official figures 
have been received yet from the districts 
in connection. with the recent vote that 
was taken on the Government s proposal, 
but Mr. Cook declared yesterday that the 
result of the ballot showed an overwhelm- 
ing majority against acceptance. All the 
evidence, however, indicates that the 
voting was conducted in highly unsatis- 
factory circumstances. In some of the 
districts in which thousands of men have 
gone back to work virtual unanimity 
against the Government’s offer is reported. 
To-day’s meeting must decide one way or 
the other. Mr, Cook announced blandly 
yesterday that the Executive of the Miners’ 
Federation would give no advice to the 
delegates, thus forfeiting the last shred of 
justification for his title of “leader.” A 
more criminally reckless attitude never has 
been adopted by a man in a responsible 
position. Mr, Cook was the architect of 
the coal strike. Now that he sees his 
crazy edifice in danger of collapse, he 
refuses to take the only step that can 
save nearly a million men from the full 
consequences of his original folly. It is 
difficult to believe that the colliers’ repre- 
sentatives will reject the Government’s 
offer in the face of Mr. Baldwin’s latest 
letter ; but, if Mr. Cook has a vestige 
of conscience, he certainly will do every- 
thing in his power to persuade them to 
take the honest and sensible course. An 
unfavourable verdict at to-day’s meeting 
will cut off the last path of escape 
from the hopeless position in which the 
miners of Great Britain have been placed 
by their so-called “leaders,” and will 
condemn the unfortunate strikers to an 
ignominions defeat.

A £40,000 LOAN. 


” Rathmines Urban District. Council yester- 
day decided to--make- application to the 
Minister for Local Government for sanction 
to a loan of £40,000 for the erection of 
public baths. 

Mrs. Kettle said that the question of muni- 
cipal baths for the township had much en- 
gaged the attention of previous Councils, and 
had always met with approval. What had 
barred it in other days was the procuring of 
money.. The Fublic Health Committee now 
thought that by the issue of stock they would 
be able to procure the necessary sum. 

Their Chairman (Sir Simon Maddock) had 
gone to a number of residents in the town- 
ship and had got promises of substantial 
support. There were two or three sites under 
review, but it had not been decided yet 
which would be most satisfactory. They 
hope. that the scheme would shortly come to 
fruition. 

WORKMEN'S WAGES. 

A further report of the Public Health Com- 
mittee stated that there should be no altera- 
tion at present in the wages of men employed 
by the Council. The Committee called at- 
tention to the fact that, although a sum of 
£40,000 had been allocated to the Dublin 
County Council out: of the road grant of 
£2,000,000, the Rathmines Council had got 
none of that amount. The Council should 
see that it got its due share. 

A letter was read from Mr. M. F. O’Brien, 
Dean’s Grange House, Foxrock, ‘conveying to 
the Council his appreciation of the untiring 
labours of the Rathmines Fire Brigade in 
extinguishing a very big fire on his farm on 
Wednesday of last week.

The Federation’s Futility. 


The proceedings of the Executive of the 
Miners’ Federation to-day make it per- 
fectly clear that its leaders have neither 
the power nor the inclination to put an 
end to the strike by an official decree, and 
that the meeting of the delegates to 
morrow consequently will be inconclusive 
and futile. The Executive reviewed the 
situation exhaustively today, but was 
completely puzzled as to the recommenda. 
tions which it should make to the dele- 
gate conference. The districts in their 
voting showed an overwhelming majority 
against the Government’s proposals, but it 
is admitted that, in many cases, the 
decisions were given on a show of hands 
at lodge meetings only poorly attended. 
The present situation of the Federation 
reveals beyond doubt an inherent weak 
ness in its constitution. On the greatest 
issue which it has yet had to face it has 
no effective machinery capable of securinz 
a definite opinion. 


South Wales. 


It was reported that South Wales has 
adopted a militant policy, and demands a 
definite stand for pre-stoppage conditions 
to be enforced by the withdrawal of safety 
men, an. embargo on foreign coal, the 
stopping of outcrop working, and a special 
conference of other unions to decide on a 
levy in support of the miners. It is 
claimed that the Welsh miners have re- 
jected the Government’s terms unani- 
mously, but this is scarcely in accord with 
the facts. The figures to-day show that 
sixteen thousand men are back at work in 
South Wales, a not inconsiderable pro- 
portion of the mining body. There also 
must be a number of miners in Wales 
anxious to return to work, but unable to 
make their voices heard. 


Railway Services. 


The story that Colonel Ashley, the 
Minister of Transport, is anxious to have 
the railway services reduced by 230 to 50 
per cent. has its origin in a meeting he 
held with the general managers of the 
railway groups some days ago. If a cut 
is made, it is to take effect on Saturday 
week, but a further meeting of the 
managers has been arranged for Saturday 
next to take a final decision. The 
announcement caused considerable sur- 
prise to-day; for it had been generally 
‘understood that, with an _ increasing 
number of miners returning to work, the 
coal situation was becoming easier. It is 
understood, however, that the managers 
were asked to consider the proposed reduc- 
tion on the ground that, with the comin: 
of the cold weather, there would be « 
heavier demand from the householder for 
domestic fuel. The continuance of the 
mild weather has postponed that demand 
for the time being, while the high price 
of coal exercised a deterrent effect on the 
consumer. 


The Companies’ View. 


It is by no means certain that the pro- 
reductions will come into effect; for 
the railway managers are not inclined to 
admit that they are necessary. The rail- 
ways already have suffered a considerable 
fall in revenue through loss on goods 
traffics, especially coal, while all through 
the dispute they have carried on their 
services entirely by their own efforts, 
obtaining their coal without Government 
assistance, and they believe that-they can 
continue to do so. The managers as a 
body hold the view that a considerable 
reduction in the train services would be a 
direct encouragement to the. strike 
organisers. There can be no doubt, how- 
ever, that, if the Government insists upon 
a reduction, declaring that it is in the 
interests of the nation, they will consent. 
One point in this connection must be 
A wholesale .reduction of 
the train services will mean a greatly 
increased. amount, of unemployment amony 
railway workers. There are thousands of 
railwaymen now working only three or 
four days a week, and the prospect with a 
reduced service is that the number wil! be 
doubled. ; 


A Doauabtful Benefit. 


A leading member of the London Coal 
Exchange, when consulted to-day on the 
matter, said that, while coal merchants 
would welcome the release of any coal 
which they could pass on to their cus- 
tomers, it was only fair to point out that 
a good proportion of what the railways 
were using was not such as would be suit- 
able for household consumption. If tbe 
saving were eighty thousand tons a week. 
that would be only a drep in the ocean 
of the general demand, and when it was 
remembered that 75 per cent. of the rail- 
way coai was imported, and that much o! 
it was not of great domestic value, the 
advantages of the Government's proposal 
were further diminished. It was unlikely 
that the railways would throw on the 
market at once 50 per cent. of their stocks. 
but they would leave more for the coal! 
merchants to buy. In such a case more 
coal wagons would be wanted, with more 
men to work them, and, as the home 
collieries continued to resume, the rail- 
ways would want more coal for the engines 
of the coal trains. Taken all round, it 
does not appear that the Government's 
proposal is going to conserve much fuel 
for the householder.

IMPERIAL CONFERENCE. 


FREE STATE’S POLICY. 

Mr. Desmond Fitzgerald, Minister for 
External Affairs, discussed with a number of 
Press representatives in Dublin yesterday the 
work of the Irish Free State delegation at 
Geneva and his Government's general policy 
for the fortheoming Imperia] Conference. 
{he general policy of the Free State's re- 
presentatives at the Conference would. be 
the implementation of co-equality among the 
members of the British 2 sos ln, of 
' Nations. 

Specific points in which the Free State 
was interested were :— . 

(1) The removal of anomalies in regard to 
the Governor-General. 

(2) The assertion of equality regarding 
extra-territorial powers between the 
Dominions and Great Britain. . 

(á) The exclusive right of the Irish Govern- 
ment to advise His Majesty on Irish affairs. 

(4) The question of appeals from Dominion 
Supreme Courts to the Privy Council. 

Mr. Witzgerald said that the manner in 
which these matters would be raised would 
depend on circumstances and on the attitude 
of the other Dominrous, each of which was 
raising points of its own, with some of which 
the Free State was in agreement. His atti- 
tude was fairly well indicated in his speech 
in the Dail on the estimates. He did not 
say how exactly co-equality was to be defined, 
but he thought that a definite declaration of 
co-equal status among the: members of the 
British Commonwealth. should become opera- 
tive In as many directions ag it was feasible 
ie get it operative at the moment. 
IMPERIAL CONFERENCE’S POWERS. 

[he Imperial Conference, itself, had no 
actual power to make decisions binding upon 
the nations that it represented: 

‘‘ We do not approve,” he said, “of the 
Imperial Conference — passing resolutions 
which imply more than it is empowered to do. 
Che Imperial Conference is a body of repre- 
sentatives of a number of States which have 
nterests In common. It. is obviously desir- 
able that these representatives should come 
together from time to time to consider diff- 
culties and see what can best be cone to make 
for the smooth running of their relations with 
each other, The Conference has no power 
to decide anything whatever. _ Co-equality 
of status is the result of growth, and it is 
impossible to define precisely ai what 
moment the units become co-egual.. It is hard 
to @y exactly at what-stage a pup becomes 4 
dog or a tadpole a frog, and the same conitl 
be said of the evolution of the Dominions ”’ 

SOME ANOMALIES. 

Proceeding to define .the subjects which 
cailed for consideration at the Conference. 
Mr. Fitzgerald said that although there had 
heen a tacit acknowledgement of the principle 
' co-equality, there were many anomalies 
that were inconsistent with that acknow- 
eagement, and these might be ‘the causes of 
misunderstandings in the future if they were 
not eliminated as far as possible. [or one 
thing, although there had been a recognition 
of co-equality among the nations of the 
Commonwealth, that position was not quite 
inderstood abroad. For. instance, if a 
foreign country wanted to appoint a Consul 
to the Saorstat it would notify London, and 
not Dublin, although there would be ro diffi- 
culty if*they were to send the notification 
direct to the Irish Government, to. who:n at 
had to be passed on by the British Govern- 
ment, 

[hen there was the question of the 
(hovernor-General acting as the intermediary 
between the British and Irish Governments, 
‘hen in reality he was the representative of 
he King. This anomaly arose from. the fact 
‘hat at the outset the Governor-Genera] was 
an official of the Colonial Office, and, later, 
vecame the King’s représentative. The Irish 
‘rovernment should aeal direct with the 
British Government. 

EXTRA-TERRITORIAL POWERS. 

With regard to extra-territorial powers, the

$sked as to the policy to be pursued in 
regard to appeals from the Dominion Supreme 
fourts to the Privy Council, Mr. Fitzgerald 
replied that the Government’s attitude on 
that matter had already been fully defined in 
public. He had a whole list of things that 
could be raised at the Imperial Conference.

On the question of war commitments, Mr. 
Fitzgerald said that this was a complicated 
matter. At the last Imperial Conference the 
treaty-making power of the Dominians was 
acknowledged provisionally, and in the 
Locarno Treaty Clause 9 provided that it 
ould be ratified or rejected by the Dominion 
Parliaments. If rejected, and a war arose 
cut of that treaty, a Dominion would be

EMPIRE MARKETING.

FRE STATE’S FREEDOM. 


MR. O’HIGGINS AND 


CO-EQUALITY. 


In his speech at Cork last night, Mr. Kevin 
O’Higgins. said that the. Army must be 
retained to deal with ‘‘ unpleasant internal 
possibilities ’’ and to defend the territories of 
the Free State in the event of an international 
crisis. 

“Talk of the Army,” he added, ‘‘ leads 
naturally to consideration of the Free State’s 
international position. It is, after all, the 
freedom and the status to which we have 
attained which brings with it the right and 
the responsibility of defence. The /rish Times 
is very concerned about the attitude of Free 
State representatives at the Imperial Confer- 
ence. It has told us long in advance of the 
important decisions which that body will be 
cailed upon to take. The Imperial Conference 
can, of course, take no decisions whatsoever. 
It:is simply a conferénce between the repre- 
sentatives of Governments, each of which 1s 
responsible solely to its own parliament and 
its own people. . 

‘‘ Further, it would appear to be necessary 
to.-remind the Jrish .7'imes—but, I hope, 
only the /rish Times—that it is a conference 
between the representatives of States, the 
very basis:of -whese. association is freedom 
and co-equality. ‘ Canada,’ said the late Mr. 
Bonar Law, ‘is, by the full admission of 
British statesmen, equal in status to Great 
Britain and as free as Great Britain.’ It is 
that status, the post-war . status of the 
Dominions, which we accepted by the Treaty. 

‘OLD TIMES ARE CHANGED ag 

‘Let us not blind ourselves to 
patent. facts. The British Empire 
of Queen Victoria and John Mitche’ 
is as dead as that great Queen and 
that great patriot. A Commonwealth of free 
and equal nations has evolved. Because that 
equality is unquestioned the relations between 
the component States of that Comimonwealth 
can be discussed with the utmost frankness 
and = good-will. Certain anomalies and 
anachronisms in the formal relations between 
Britain and other constituent States will, no 
doubt, come under review,-and, seeing that 
the interval between these Conferences is 
necessarily long, it is natural to expect that 
every matter of mutual interest.. of common 
concern, will be fully and fairly. discussed. 

“It is, to my mind, an impertinence for a 
newspaper to make the suggestions which 
figure so frequentiy in the /rish Times that 
our status is a matter of theory rather than 
of fact, and, in any case, of minor and 
secondary importance. It seems to -be the 
view of the /rish Timea that every exercise 
of our international rights is a fit subject for 
editorial ululations. Plain speech is best in 
a matier of this kind. This is no vassal 
State, nor do I believe there is amongst any 
section of the community the desire that it 
should be so. The J/rish Times is not so 
much catering for an existing mentality as 
endeavouring to create one. . 

PEACE AND FRIENDSHIP. 

‘‘1f 1 am wrong, if there is that mentality, 
it will be our duty to resist it; for it menaces 
the very foundations. on which this State is 
based. Peace has come between our people 
and the people of Britain, such a peace of 
heart and mind as has not existed since the 
Conquest. I believe that friendship could 
fcllow on the heels of peace, because, and 
only because, we have at no time seen any 
disposition or desire to subject the interests 
cf this State and its people to the interests 
of any other State or people within the Com- 
monwealth. Nur do 1 believe that such a 
desire exists. 

‘* Mutual interests there are in plenty, and 
a recognition of those interests will tend to 
cement cordial relations, but only on this side 
of the Channel have I seen the view ex- 
pressed and implied that it is not the in- 
terests of this State and its people which 
should be paramount in the minds of its 
Ministers.

NANGHANG AND WUGHANG. 
IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE. 

From OUL Own-CoRRESPONDEST. . 

i HANKOW, Wednesday. 

Despite repeated assertions by the ‘gom- 
manders of the Kuomintang forces that they 
have recaptired Nanchang, the capital of 
Kiangsi Province, I learn that the city is 
still held by Marshal Sun Chuan Fang, who 
ia reported to have been engaged strongly 


against .the Cantonese some distance west- 


ward of the city. There are 2,000 wounded 
within Nanchang, and the foreign missionaries 
are busily engaged in hospital work. 

Trustworthy information from Wuchang 
states that suffering is gfeat among the 
poor section of the re, and the 
entire city, including fo 
missionaries, is very ort of rations. 
The sanitary conditions afe reported to be 
very serious. After the 56 days’ siege, 
owing to the fact that the authorities have 
been unable to bury the dead. Not only 
are the gates of the city closed, but all the 
available coffins have been filled with sand, 
and are being used as barricades. The 
Cantonese fire is being wholly directed from 
Hanyang. 

‘General Yan-Sen’s army of 10,000, which 
has been transported from Ichang on com- 
mandeered foreign vessels, with three 
thousand other forces, is moving down the 
river, the vanguard being to-night only 100 
miles. above Yochow. The purpose of the 
move is to attack the Cantonese army there, 
thus relieving Wuchang, and attempting to 
recover Hankow.. The Cantonese army, in- 
cluding Szechwan. revolters, is seeking to 
make a junction with the Allied forces on 
the South bank, hoping to prevent the 
Northern army from crossing. 


BANDITS RAID TOWNS. 
SHANGHAI, Wednesday. 

According toa telegram of yesterday’s 
date, bandits, said to number 5,000, looted 
Tungsu and Chenliu on Monday last. - Among 
the captives taken at the latter place was a 
British missionary named Riding, with. his 
servants. 

Japanese reports from Hankow state that 
the local Commissioner for Foreign Affairs 
has apologised to the Japanese Government 
for firing on the Japanese steamers, Yuang 
Maru and Yueh Yang Maru, while they were 
proceeding.along the Yangtse on Saturday.—

CANTON’S NEW TAXES.

PEKING, Wednesday. 

It is reported that the’ Canton Govern- 
ment to-day issued a mandate imposing in-

11. No consent having been obtained from 
the interested Powers, any attempt to collect 
these taxes will be a deliberate violation of 
the Treaty stipulations. The Canton Go- 
vernment is trailing its coat within sight of 
the Powers, and if the challenge is not 
accepted, irreparable consequences wil] in- 
evitably follow. | 

The Salt Administration has been officially 
informed that, owing to financial’ demands, 
due to the state of war, remittances of the 
Salt collections, under the control of Sun 
Chuan Fang, will be discontinued from the 
beginning of this month.

WHAT IS NEEDED IN IRELAND. 
Addressing a meeting of the Bunclody 
(Co. Wexford) Branch of the Farmers 
Union, Mr. P. W. MecGetrick, orgamiser, 
said that, if Mr. Hogan, Minister for Agri- 
culture, wanted to see agriculture flourish, he 
should bring in a bill providing for short 
term loans, from six to eight months, so that 
the farmers could restock their lands. If 
he did this, Mr. McGetrick felt sure, he 
would find no trouble in collecting the rents 
and rates from the farmers. At the present 
time farmers had to sell their gtock before 
they were ready for the market, in order to 
meet their calls. 
Referring to Mr. Hogan's Canadian tour, 
Mr. McGetrick said it would be better if he 
went around Ireland and got into touch 
with the farmers, who would point out big 
flaws in the Dairy Produce and the Land 
Acts. He would also know more about the 
ractical side of Irish farming conditions. 
He (Mr. McGetrick) had known men who 
farmed in Canada, Australia, England, and 
Scotland. When they came to Ireland to 
farm they found that the Irish system of 
farming suited this country’s neads best. 
Anyone disposed to farm from theory re- 
quired the Bank of England at his back, as 
some of them knew to their cost. Agricul- 
ture was carried out differently in every 
country, and it took a lifetime to know. a 
farm thoroughly, It was a waste of time 
to try to adopt the farming methods of 
other countries. ; 
If Mr. Hogan desired to see agriculture 
flourish, let him bring ail landholders under 
the 1923 Act, except those on the con-acre 


system; wipe out all arrears of rent, and, 


where the rent had been paid up, refund 
three years’ rent to enable ‘the farmer to 
replace the stock which he had had to ‘dis- 
pose of.

TEXT OF. THE LETTER.. 


AN IMMEDIATE DECISION. ' 
Sir Ronald Waterhouse, the ‘Prinie 
Minister’s Private Secretary, yesterday sent 
the following letter to the Secretary of the 
Miners’ Federation of Great Britain :— 
“10 Downing street; 8.W. 1, 6/10/'26. 

‘* Sir,—I am desired. by. the Prime, Minister. 
to draw your attention to the fact that; on 
the 17th September.the Government’ made a 
conditional offer of legislation to your Federa- 
tion in the hope of hastening the end of the 
present dispute in the coal mining ‘industry: 
This offer was that as soon as there had. been 
a general resumption of work through pro- 
visional district settlements the Government 
would introduce a bill to set up a national. 
arbitration tribunal to review any provisional 
settlement under which more than seven 
hours were being worked. It was intimated 
to you that since. the object of the Govern- 
ment in making this offer was to arrive at an 
early settlement, they naturally expected to 
receive the views of your Executive without 
delay. 

“ On the 20th September your Federation 
sent a communication to the effect that the 
offer was unacceptable. Nevertheless, on 
the 24th Sepetmber, you were told that, while 
the proposals could not remain open in- 
definitely, ‘your Federation are still free to 
avail themselves of them by taking the 
practical step of ordering district. negotia- 
tions to be set on foot ’ 

“Speaking in the House of Commons on 
the 28th September, the Prime Minister and 
the Charcellor of the Exchequer emphasised 
that the proposals could only remain open 
for a few more days. An answer was ex- 
pected from your Delegate Conference of the 
Mth September, and it was with reluctance 
that the Government extended the peridd in 
order that the decision of the Conference to 
consult the districts might be carried out. 
It is understood that the Conference is to 
re-assemble to-morrow, and that the views 
of the districts will then be before them. 

“In these circumstances, I am to make it 
clear that the Government. cannot consent to 
any further prolongation of the offer which 
has now been before your Federation for 
nearly three weeks, but must ask the Confer- 
ence to give a definite decision, either to ac- 
cépt it or to refuse it. t | 

““H the offer is accepted by the Miners’ 
Federation and an immediate and general re- 
sumption of work takes place in consequence 
of it, the Government will introduce the 
necessary legislation at the earliest possible 
opportunity. Otherwise the offer, which will 
then have obviously failed in its primary 
purpose, must be regarded as withdrawn.—

DISTRICTS REJECT GOVERN- 
MENT TERMS. 


The meeting of the Miners’ Federation 
Executive lasted three and a half nouss. 

Mr. Cook, Secretary, made the following 
statement at the close :— 

“The Executive is making no recommenda- 
tion to the Delegate Conference to-morrow. 
The Executive has not officially received the 
results of. the voting in tho various districts, 
and has not dealt with them to-day. The 
understanding was that those reports should 
be giver to the Delegate Conference, and 
they will be given by the representatives 
of the districts. So far as we know, there is 
an overwhelming majority for rejection of 
the Government’s terms. The districts have 
been asked for their opinion, not only on the 
Government’s proposals, but on the question 
of the further policy of the Federation. The 
Conference is master of itself, and will de- 
cide its own policy, based on the district re- 
ports. : 

““The Executive to-day have received re- 
ports of the situation in the coalfields, and 
most of the time was spent in considering a 
report of the meeting of the Miners’ Inter- 
national at Ostend last week. That report 
will be dealt with by the Conference to- 
morrow. 

THE ARCHBISHOP’S APPEAL. 

Mr. Cook’s attention was drawn to the 
address of the Archbishop of Canterbury, in 
which the Primate made a new cal! for in- 
tervention and action in the .>al deadlock, 
In reply, he said:—‘‘I welcome the state- 
ment of the Archbishop, and of anybody else 
who realises that peace obtained by the terms 
of an agreement that will be mutually kept 
is far better in the interests of the men and 
the country itself than terms that will be 
imposed by coercion and by starvation in the 
districts. No terms can be kept that are 
not mutually agreed upon.”’

policies to go round. In nearly every case 
the principal plank in‘ their platiorm was.“ a 
strong Opposition.”” The repeated! occunrence 
of this. expression made him wonder whether 
our natioual struggle for the last 750 years 
was net all a great mistake. 

As. fie understood it all the efforts of past 
generations had been directed towands secu 
ing for the Irish people the wight to elect 
their own Government. That right they liave 
now succeeded in achieving, only to find that 
what they really shouid uas been. fightin 
Íor was the right, to elect an Oppositaon; aní: 
they had that priviiege without fighting at 
all; for im the whole period of Irish. histery 
since the Union they had never been. any- 
thing, but an Opposition. 

If they leave out this portion of the pro- 

amme of most of the wew parties, they 
found that the balance consisted, for the 
most. part, in a re-statement of the ideals 
towards which the Cumann na nGaedheal 
organisation had been working, and towards 
the achievement of which the present Govern- 
ment had already made a certain progress. 

“It will be for vou to decide whether we 
who have been working hard, and not un- 
successfully, for the past seven 
accomplish something towards the fulfilment 
of these ideals, or those who have contented. 
themselves with maintaining a discreet aloof- 
ness, are the better fitted to press forward 
tuwards the realisation of the objects to which 
we in common subscribe.” 

The charge that we do not represent the 
bulk of public opinion can be readily disposed 
of.

MORE SINISTER POLICIES. 

But there were other parties with policies 
somewhat more sinister. He heard that the 
leader of the schismatic branch of the Re- 
publican Party had been visiting that county 
withim the last day or two. The difference 
between that branch of the Republican Party 
and the orthodox branch was that the latter 
was slightly less dishomest. The slogan “ re- 
move the oath’’ was only a cowardly version 
of the ald cry ** scrap the Treaty,” and it also 
wag dishonest.

“| am sure you will be sorry to hear that 
these two great apostles of unity have fallen 
out. » Briefly, Miss MacSwiney’s version of 
the position is that Mr. de Valera has come 
te the conclusion that ‘some of the people 
can be fooled all the time.” He knows that 
the Irish people realise the blessings which 
the Treaty brought them, and that they want 
to hold the Treaty. He hopes to be able to 
persuade the more credulous amongst them 
that they can break one Article of it and 
keep the rest. 
cannot, aud Miss MacSwiney knows very well 


A bargain is a bargain, and a Treaty is 
a Treaty. It. has to be observed in its 
entirety or denounced altogether. Miss 
MacSwiney is honest. enough to admit this. 
The other is dishonest enough to attempt. to 
conceal it. And that is not all. I have been 
following Mr. de Valera’s pronouncements up 
and down the country for the last two or 
three » and one thing that emerges 
definitely is an appeal to the basest instincts 
for support. . 
PARTITION. 
Any stick, continued the President, was 
enough with which to beat a aog, or a 
ment, and one of the sticks which had 
been passed around from the Republicans to 
Clann na hEireanz, and from them to Mr. 
Redmond, was Partition. They all tel? vou 
that we sold the North. Well, we did not— 
if for no -nobler reason than that we never 
had the North to sell. 

It was an urfortumate fact that the par- 
titien of Ireland. which was movted as far 
back as 1914, became an actuality before their 
delegation went over to negotiate the Treaty. 
It was also a fact that in the area of the 
six counties there was a Majovity of the people 
who, at the present moment, were unwilling 
to he governed by a Dublin Parliament. 

Their contribution to the matter was made 
at a time when, through circumstances over 
which they had no control, it appeared almost 
inevitable that a new, and less acceptadle, 
houndary would be delineated, giving rise to 
a recrudescence of ill-feeling which they 
wished to see forgotten, and, perhaps, to 
serious disorder, which would be equally 
d@isastrotis to South and North. And their 
contribution was an agreement between North 
and South to remove the question of the 
boundary from the realni of politics, to put 
aside this potent source of friction between 
the two communities, and to enable an 
atmosphere of friendship and goodwill and co- 
operation ta be developed, in the hope that 
time would show to those of their Northern 
fellow-countrymen who are still distrustful of 
them that. it was in their interests, as well as 
in the interests of the South, that there 
would be only one central Government in the 
whole of Ireland. 

At the time he challenged these critics 
to produce an ,alternative policy, and they 
did not produce it; they have not produced 
it vet. He for one did not see in the 
Republican policy of breaking the Treaty any 
avenue of approach to winning back the 
North. Mr. de Valera, in a letter to Mr. 
Lloyd George in 1921 stated the principls 
that the North cannot be coerced. He was 
right for once. . 

FRIENDSHIP WITH THE NORTH. 

“The policy of the Government vis-a-vis 
the Government of Northern Ireland is one 
of friendship and mutual assistance. We 
shall be pleased, as they will, at every 
increase in the prosperity and progress of the 
North. We hope that, in the course of time, 
when all recollections and past differences 
shall have faded, they will, of their own 
volition, and in their own interest, reunite 
themselves with their feliow-countrymen, and

GOVERNMENT’S LEGACY OF 
CHAOS, 

Mr. Kevin O’Higgins, Minister for Justice, 
who was cordially received, said that no. area 
played a more gallant part in the struggle 
for the establishment of the State than the 
City and Cosaty of Cork, and it had pre- 
eminently the right, to demand an account 
of the Government’s. years of stewardship. 
As men. who had for four yearns wielded the 
delegated authority of the people of this new- 
born democracy, members of the Govern- 
ment had come to place the result of their 
labours before the electcrs and to imvite a 
continuance of their confidence. Within 
eight or nine months from now the people 
of Cork would be asked to make their con- 
tribution, towards the personnel of a new 
Dail, and it was time that Cork, in common 
with the remainder of the State, should begin 
to consider the. material that was available 
aml the policies, that were advocated. 

The Minister went on to recall the difficul- 
tii: which confronted the members of the 
Government when they took office. They. 
were, he said, the inheritors of chaos born. of 
revolution. No ordered fabric of State 
administration awaited their guidance and 
control. It had to be created; it had to. be 
forged and filled. and hammered out with wild 
men screaming through the keyholes, 

suggest for your consideration that it 
is not the contrast between present condi- 
tions and Utopia, but the contrast between 
1922 and 1926, that should be the measure 
of our work. Could ‘all or any of those who 
are so. voluable in criticism now have effected 
as much in the same period in the face of 
the same difficulties? Would the people 
wish to be setting out again on that four 
years’ course under the auspices of Professor 
Magennis or Captain Redmond? Captain 
Redmond calis to the people: ‘ Follow me; 
my hands are clean.’ His hands are clean 
because he has done no work at a time when 
there was much to do. They are as white as. 
the lilies of the field, because, lke the lilies, 
he toiled not, neither did he spin. 

“His attitude throughout the years ef 
stress might be best described as one of 
malevolent neutrality. He hoped for the 
‘worst. Now that a State is born and its 
safety is assured, he offers himself as an 
alteruative Government, his chief claim being 
that there is none of the débris of Dublin 
Castle on bis hands, and none of the mud of 
the State’s foundations on his boots. Before 
corn is cut again in Ireland he will have 
learned that hired bands and special trains 
are not the beginning and end of Irish 
politics. 

ENERGY AND PRUDENCE. 

“ The Government stands om its record of 
legislative and administrative achievement. 
It claus to have brought to bear om the 
problems which confronted it, political, social, 
financial and economic, that combination of 
energy and prudence which the people are 
entitled to expect from their Government. 
Energy, because the task of national recon- 
struction is urgent. We are a people sadly 
in arrears. Seven centuries of foreign occupa- 
tion involved the neglect of problems that 
were inherent and the creation of many new 
ones. A country unorganised and undeveloped, 
with its population drained te danger point, 
cannot afford delay in the diagnosis and treat- 
ment of its ailments. Prudence, because we 
cannot afford mistakes—at any rate, we can- 
not afford many or grave Ones. 

“This State was born in grim times. It 
may not b> wholly an evil. iú may be that 
the struggle of its early years will leave its 
mark upon its people, that in the stress of 
life, as - euieteto-day, we will develop a 
sobery: sible realism, a more mature con- 
ce>tion of national and international values 
than we would have attained to had our 
en come in cth and more sunlit 
qaavs. 

NO GROUND FOR DESPONDENCY. 

" Our condition to-day reveals no grounds 
for despondency. Financially our position 
can stand comparison with any country in 
the world. The total national debt of the 
State is less than twenty millions. Its credit 
stands high at home an. abroad. We have 
the best land in Eusone and a market along- 
side our shores capable of absorbing all 
and more than all we can produce. 
Two or three years of working on 
a falling market following on the war boom 
had a demoralising effect on the farmers, but, 
with the markets stabilising, courage and 
energy are returning and a disposition to 
tackle their problems manfully and in a spirit 
of self-help. What the State can do the 
State will do. We realise that agriculture is 
the very basis of our economic fabric, that 
rural depression finds its reftection in the 
towns, just as rural prosperity would have 
its immediate reactions in the towns. 


THE FARMERS’ UNION. 

_ I want to say a word now about the 
Farmers’ Union. The eryiag need in Irish 
agriculture to-day is organisation. The chief 
function of the Department of Agriculture is 
educational, but the farmers must form the 
classes. The Department can scarcely reach 
and teach the individual on his farm. I think 
that the attempt to make a political machine 
of the Farmers’ Union is a misfortune for 
lrish agriculture. It has the effect of ex- 
cluding farmers with other political sym- 
pathies and affiliations—any farmer, in fact, 
who is not prepared to put his hand on his 
heart and testify that the Gevernment is 
corrupt and extravagant, which together with 
opposition to Summer Time.seems to consti- 
tute the policy of the Farmers’ Union. 

“The nett result—and to me it seems a 
very natural result—is that this hybrid as- 
sociation is not an outstanding success either 
asa Farmers’ Union or as a political 
machine. 

“I would be glad to see every farmer in 
the country in a farmers’ union. Men en- 
gaged in the same calling do well to put 
their heads together for the better conduct 
of their business. But the pretence that a 
common calling necessarily makes men politi- 
cally akin is injuring the prospect of agri- 
cultural organisation, without any great com- 
pensating advantage to the political life of 
the State. The attempt to reconcile the func- 
tions of a trade union and a political organisa- 
tion is doomed to fail. fi the meantime 
valuable time is lost in fitting the Irish agri- 
culturist to meet and beat the competition of 
his Continental rivals."’

The 
strength or weakness of any coumtry is its 
average man. [ hope that our average map 
is working hard, is giving value for money, 
whatever he is at—for only m that way wilh 
we make progress, amd we have sever 
centuries of arrears to make up. 

“Phe Government has attempted to set, a 
headline im this respect. Our worst enemies 
have not aecused us of indolence. Im four 
years, during two of which we were faced 
with tho necessity of defending the State 
against am armed onslaught. we have touched 
om almost every phase of the life of the 
country. Land purchase and the standardis.- 
tion Of ‘agricultural produce, housimy, 
drainage, railways, roads, electrical develop- 
ment, the beet sugar industry, the Judiciary, 
tariffs, education, and fisheries, all had their 
turn, and in regard to each no eftort was 
spared te secure the best results for the 
people.

PRESIDENT’S ENGAGEMENTS 
IN CORK. 


From Our Reporter. 
— CORK, Wednesday. 

Attendance at the centenary celebrations 
of the local convent of the Sisters of Charity, 
visits to the Blarney Wovllen Mills and to a 
dance organised in their honour, formed part 
of the programme for F resident Cosgrave and 
the Minister of Justice to-day. Mr. O’Hig- 
gins had a number of calls to make, and the 
Fresident, aiter bis visit to the Blarney 
Woollen Mills, went to the premises of the 
Cork Spinning and Weaving Mills, now 
closed, but which some years ago employed 
close on a theusand workers. 

Krom the workers of the Blarney Mills the 
President received a deputation, which urged 
the imposition of a tariff on foreign tweeds. 
he suggested, in reply, that the woollen in- 
austry would be able to put a good case 
before the proposed Tariff Commission. 

Having received deputations as well from 
the Blarney Branch of the Cumann na 
nGaedheal and the local National ex-Service 
men, the President visited the Cork Spinning 
and Weaving Mills, where a deputation, 
headed by Canon O'Sullivan and the directors 
of the mills, waited on him to press for a 
loan to enable them to resume the business 
oi the concern. After some discussion it was 
agreed that immediate steps should be taken 
by the directors to apply for a loan under the 
Trade Loans Guarantee Act. 

Following this visit the President attended 
a road-making demoustration, in which Ford- 
son tractors exclusively were used. Moan- 
while Mr. O'Higgins had concluded his visits, 
and both Ministers returned to the city to 
attend a meeting of the local executive of 
Cumann na nGaedheal. The executive was 
stated to be in a sound financial position, and 
a discussion regarding organisation for the 
forthcoming general election followed, Mr. 
Burke, the chief organiser of Cumann ua 
nGaedheal, delivering a short address on the 
subject. 

Subsequent to this meeting the President, 
Mr. O’Higgins and the Minister of Posts and 
Telegraphs addressed a meéting of the city 
and county branches of the party organisation 
at the Victoria Hotel. '

LONDON HEAVY. 


PROPOSAL TO CUT RAIL- 
WAY SERVICES. 

The general tone in the London Stock 
Markets yesterday was heavy, while the 
volume of business transacted continued on 
a small scale. Here and there individual 
issues presented. a firmer appearance, but 
these were few and far between, and generally 
of narrow denomination. Tin Shares, how- 
ever, were again in fair request, and an 
active business was put through. <Aiter open- 
ing firm, wever, a weaker tone set in, 
and closing values were lower in some direc- 
tions.  Gilt-edged Securities experienceil 
another quiet session. Foreign Government 
Stocks wore a dull appearance, and apart 
from French Fives and Greek Sevens, both 
of which improved, values, where altered, 
were lower, e proposal to cut the railway 
seryeces exercised a depressing influence on 
Home Rails, and closing values were lower 
in several instances. Among Colonial and 
Foreign Rails, Antofagasta Ord. continued a 
firm marke., and at the close of dealings a 
rise of 1} points was recorded. Canadian 
Pacifies, on the other hand, registered a 
rather sharp decline. Industrials, as a whole, 
remained quiet, but a slightly weaker ten- 
dency was: noticeable in some directions. 
Iron, Coal, and Steels eased further; and 
Dunlops were dull, A heavy tone ruled in 
Oils, but Controlled hardened towards the 
close, after declining further during the early 
hours, Rubbers remained quiet, and lower 
values were marked in several instances. 


“THE BANKER.” 

“The Banker’’ for October is a most enter- 
taining number. Our readers will be 
interested in the Right Hon. William 
Graham’s article on the cost of industrial 
friction. He has studied this question with 
great care and from the detached standpoint 
of the Chairman of the Public Accounts Com- 
mittes of the House of Commons. Mr. Lang- 
ford James, a director of the National Bank 
of India, deals with the important question of 
the proposed Reserve Bank of India. His 
article is a carefully reasoned plea for the 
postponement of the proposal. As it is under- 
stood that the Indian Government intends to 
lay the foundations of the Reserve Bank 
without delay, it is necessary to state the 
case against the scheme immediately; other- 
wise India mzy be burdened with a costly, 
hastily created Central Bank which may do 
infinite harm. General Seely’s article on the 
National Savings Movement and Mr. Harold 
Macmillan’s vigorous indictment of our 
mediseval system of local taxation are not 
without interest. 


INTERNATIONAL SILVER MARKET. 

The possible effects on silver of the Indian 
Currency Commission’s proposals for ultimately 
placing India on a gold bullion basis are re- 
viewed by George E. Eddins, of the National 
Bank of Commerce in New York. In the 
October issue of ‘‘Commerce Monthly” Mr. 
Eddins says :—‘‘ The reform of Indian currency 


which has just been recommended by the 


Indian Currency Commission, with the 
ultimate end in view of putting India on a 
gold bullion standard, has set in motion new 
factors that threaten to cut down the demand 
from that country and add to the uncertainties 
of the Far Eastern cross-currents that 
dominate the price of silver. The chief recom- 
mendations of the Commission, in so far as 
they affect the silver market, contemplate the 
closing of the mints to further silver coinage 
for some time and the gradual reduction by 
the Government of its very substantial silver 
reserve. The annual world production of 
silver is about 240 million ounces, of which 
India in the past few years has been absorb- 
ing over one-third. If the Currency Com- 
mission's report becomes effective it will mean 
that the Indian Government, for some time 
at least, will not be a buyer of silver in the 
international market. The gradual establish- 
ment of the new currency will, it is expected, 
make possible a reduction of the Government’s 
silver reserve. over a ten-year period from 
about 850 million to about 250 million rupees ; 
that is, a disposition of about 206 million 
ounces of silver.”’ 


ARGENTINE CROP REPORT. 

The Anglo-South American Bank issues the 
following cable, dated Buenos Aires, 3th 
September :—‘‘ The condition of the wheat, 
oats and linseed crops is everywhere satisfac- 
tory. The recent cold weather has checked 
premature growth of the young plants. but a 
further cold spell would be of additional 
benefit. The area sown to linseed is well in 
excess of that of last year. Ploughing and 
sowing of maize continue actively. The camps 
are everywhere in good condition.” 


BELFAST SHIPBUILDING. 

The Midland Bank’s “ Monthly Review,” in 
its “ Reports from Industrial Centres.’’ prints 
the following on Belfast shipbuilding :— 
‘Conditions during the month were again 
quiet in the Jocal yards, but it is understood 
that Messrs. Harland and Wolff, Limited, 
have now practically completed negotiations 
with the King Line, Limited, for the building 
of nine Diesel motor cargo vessels, each of 
nearly 8,000 tons deadweight, the hull and 
machinery to be constructed at their Belfast 
works. These ships will involve re-opening 
the firm’s south yard, which has been closed 
for some time past. An early start is antici- 
we with the construction of the vessels, 
ut until the coal dispute is settled it will 
not be possible to make much headway, owing 
to difficulty in obtaining delivery of materials. 
These vessels, however, will provide work for 
a considerable number of men in the port. 
Work is progressing on the slips on the White 
Star liner Laurentic, and in the water the 
Elder Dempster liner Apapa is proceeding 
towards completion. Messrs. Workman, Clark 
and Co., Ltd., have laid the keel of the new 
Furness motor liner, and a start has been 
made with two of the three steamers ordered 
by the United Fruit Company. Repair work 
remains fairly quiet, though both firms men- 
tioned have had a number of vessels passing 
through their hands. It is anticipated that 
an improvement will shortly be shown in the 
number of men engaged in the local ship- 
building industry.” Ms

THE MONEY MARKET. 


FOR LOANS. 


SILVER WEAKER. 

As a result of recent disbursements funds 
were somewhat more plentiful, although there 
was still a good demand for loans. Borrowers 
paid up to 44 p.c. for accommodation till 
to-day, but towards the close they were able 
to satisfy their reguirements at 4; down to 
4 p.c. Fixtures were renewed at 4 p.c, for a 
day or a week, but new seven-day loans com- 
manded a rather higher rate. A moderate 
amount fell due at the Bank and was repaid. 
There was not much doing in the discount 
market, and bill rates tended to further 
harden. Fine three months’ maturities weve 
generally quoted at 4§ p.c., while the new 
Treasurjes were offered at 4i¢ p.c.

The Bank of England announced the sale 
of £436,000 of bar gold; £5,000 sovereigns 
were taken for export to India and £5,000 
sovereigns for export to Holland. Bar 
silver was weak on selling from various 
quarters, the spot price further falling jd. to 
25#d., and forward as much to the same 
figure. The immediate course of the market 
is regarded as uncertain. ‘The market price 
of gold was restored to 84s. llid. per fine 
ounce, an advance of jd. , 

Latin currencies showed some _ improve- 
ment, The Paris quotation fell 23 to 168%, 
and Brussels 14 to 176g, while lire were de- 
cidedly better at 1273. Austria, Holland, 
Finland, Greece, and Norway moved in our 
favour. The American exchange hardened 
slightly to nearly 4.854. In the South 
American group there was a further fall in 
Peruvian pounds, the premium commanded 
by English over Peruvian rising to 28} p.c. 
nominal. In sympathy with silver the Hong 
Kong dollar reacted to 2s. Ojd., and the 
Shanghai rate further declined to 2s. 64d. 
The yen was better at a little over 2s., and 
rupees were steady.
